HE RE As all the Land within the Bounds repreſented by the Plat 
hereunto annexed, ſituate in the ſeveral Pariſhes of St. Thomas in 

the Eaſt and St. George, lies wholly unſettled, though moſt Part of it hath 
been granted by his late Moſt Gracious Majeſty King Charles the Second and 
his Succeſſors, in ſeveral Parcels, to divers of their Subjects, with a Deſign 
that the ſame ſhould be ſettled and manured, and the Rents reſerved in the 
ſaid ſeveral Grants duly paid: And foraſmuch as little or none of the ſaid 
Rents have been hitherto paid, nor is there any Part of the ſaid Tract of 
Land ſo granted cultivated or manured, nor are there any Settlements there- 
on, whereby his Majeſty is defrauded of his faid Rents, and the Conſidera-

HEREAS a Road and Paſſage by Land, between the Pariſhes of 

St. Catherine and St. Andrew, has been heretofore found of great Uſe 
and Advantage to the whole Iſland, as being an eaſy, ſafe, and near Com- 
munication to the ſeyeral Precins : And whereas it will be requiſite and ne- 
ceſſary that the old Road ſhould be amended, or a new Road made; and 
that a Ferry ſhould be kept, for an Accommodation and Paſſage oyer the Ri- 
ver Rio Cobre, and the Bridge kept in repair, which cannot be effe&ed or 
done without great Expence and Charge: And whereas William Peete hath 
undertaken the making a good Road, and keeping the ſame, and the ſaid 
Bridge in conſtant repair, and keeping a Ferry duly attending for ſuch Par- 
poſes : For the Encouragement therefore of ſo good and neceſſary a Work, 
may it pleaſe Your Moſt Excellent Majeſty that it may be enacted; and be it
